Heavy Rains and 
Snowfall 


THREE INCHES IN 
THREE DAYS 


All fear of a drought is now 
putto one side for 1915 by the 
weather of the past week. There 
had been no crops suffering for 
want of moisture previous to this 
but there were not wanting, as 
ever, prophets of evil, who cheer- 
fully predicted a rainless year. 

‘To confute the pessimists, and 
to show what he could do, Jupit- 
er Pluvius turned on the water- 
works on Thursday noon, and 
after thirty hours steady rain fin- 
ished off by puttinga nice cover- 
ing of about a foot of snow on 
top. The snowfa'l lasted till Sat- 
urday evening. 

At 8 o'clock on Friday morn- 
ing, according to our weather 
report published in another col- 
umn, 1.60 inch of rain had fallen 
The following morning reading 
brought the total up to 2.55 
inches, and though damp snow 
of the kind that fell Friday and 
Saturday is somewhat difficult to 
measure, yet the ‘total would 
amount to three inches. When 
it is remembered that the average 
yearly precipitation of this count- 
ry for the past twenty years has 
been about 17 inches per year, | 
thr e inches in three days is 
equivalent to one-fifth of the ; 
average annual raintall. | 

The snow melted very fast once | 
the fall had stopped, and by to- 
day it has nearly all disappeared, 
and the ground ts thoroughly 
soaked. 

As seeding was about compilet- 
ed in tais district, and wheat was 
in most cases up several inches, 
the moisture could not have 
come ata more opportune time. 
With warm weather tollowing the 


crop will come along fast, and 
from present indications we 
should have the earliest and 


largest crop for several years. 

Some anxiety was felt as to the 
fate of cattle out through the 
snowstorm, but so far as we can 
learn they have come through 
with very little loss, 

In some cases trees sustained 
damage owing to the weight of 
snow breaking down the branches 

It appears that the fall was 
gener.! all over the West, and it 
wll be a potent factor in making

F SEDITION 


AGAINST TELEPHONE MAN 


COMMITTED FOR TRIAL 


Before Superintendent Hor- 
rigan, R.N.W.M.P., and W. 
Vickery, J.P., Arthur Trainor, 
an employee of the Government 
Telephone Service, was commit- 
ted for trial in Calgary, at a hear- 
ing held in Strathmore last night, 
on a charge of sedition. 

The courtroom was crowded, 
public interest having been raised 
to a high point of intensity by the 
nature of the case. 

MAYOR LAMBERT'S 
EVIDENCE 

The first witness was Mayor 
Lambert, who conducts a drug 
store business in town, 1n which 
is also located the local Govern- 
ment hone Exchange. He stat- 
ed that on the 7th May, Trainor 
was in the store fixing up some 
telephone connections and witness 
was seated at his office table when 
Mrs Lambert came in with the 
news that the Lusitania had been 
torpedoed by the Germans, and 
that it was feared that many lives 
had been lost. Witness started 


up ard exclaimed ‘That is ter- | 


rible.” Mrs Lambert did not ad- 
dress the remark to Trainor, but 
he heard it, and said ‘Ha, Ha, 
they have got her at last. Itisa 
good job.” Witness was 30 
thunderstruck by the occurrence 
and by Trainor’s remark that he 
went into his private room, It 
was eight or ten minutes later 
before he returned, and Trainor 
broke tn again ‘Well, they have 
got the Lucie at last, have they; 
that is a goodjob.” Witness re- 
plied that it was disgraceful, and 
asked Trainor if he hai approv- 
ed of the killing of defenceless women 
tod children, and he answered ‘Under 
the circumstances, yes.’

Trainor gave evidence on his own be- 
half, and said that the remarks quoted 
as his were substantially correct, with the 
exception of the statement attributed to 
him that the sinking of the Lusitania was 
a good job. He did not say that. He 
did not mean what he said, and in fact, 
his remarks were intended as josh and 
he was as much in sympathy with the 
British cause as anybody was. Mr Lam- 
bert and he had misunderstood each 
other entirely in the argument which had 
taken place. He was a British citizen, 
having been born in Prince Edward 
Island, and had been in South Africa, 
Australia, and New Zealand, and had 
been in the Alberta Government service 
since 1911. He had served several years 
in the militia in Prince Edward Island, 
and had volunteered for service in the 
South African War, but was not accept - 
ed because all the men who offered could 
not be taken, 

Mr E. F. Ryan, counsel for the accus- 
ed, said that the accused’s remarks would 
be evident to almost everyone as having 
been conceived in a joshing spirit, and 
his record showed that he was a good 
British citizen.
